London, July 3.—Joseph Chamber­ 
lain, one of the most striking figures 
in British politics the past generation, 
died today of heart failure.

stricken with paralysis seven years 
ago. 
The Right Honorable Joseph Cham­ 
berlain V as 
the 
pioneer in Great 
Britain of tariff reform, and the great 
advocate of imperialism. 
For thirty- 
eight years, with a brief interruption, 
he represented Birmingham in parlia­ 
ment. 
In 1906 his career of stormy 
activities was ended by a stroke of 
paralysis. 
The blow fell when he 
was in the midst of a strenuous cam­ 
paign for the establishment of a pro­ 
tective tariff with preference for the 
British colonies, and just after his 
constituents had celebrated the thir­ 
tieth anniversary of his first election. 
A Pathetic On-Looker. 
Since that day the strong fighter 
had b(*£n an invalid, a pathetic on­ 
looker at the political game, pictured 
always with his loyal wife, a daughter 
of W. C. Endicott, of Massachusetts, 
who

President Cleveland’s sec­ 
retary of war, beside him. 
His chief 
consolations were the growing politi­ 
cal prominence of his son, Austen 
Chamberlain, and the loyalty of his 
constituents.

Q.— Wiver# does the spirit of man en­ 
ter after death? 
(S. A. C.) 
Answer.—Much confusion exists as 
to what is the spirit of* man. 
Few 
seem to have a very definite idea on 
the subject. 
Perhaps this is because 
so little is said about it in the Bible 
and few are acquainted with that lit­ 
tle. The Hebrew’ word which is trans­ 
lated spirit cannot be translated by 
any English word. 
It always means 
an invisible force. 
By the context the 
translators know what that force is 
and therefore translate it with such 
words as “life,” 
“breath,” 
“wind,” 
“spirit,” etc. 
In the account of man’s 
creation (Genesis 2:7), the King James 
version makes 110 mention of a spirit 
having been given Adam.

brew’ word is here translated breath. 
Evidently the “spirit” which “returns 
to the God who gave it” (Ecclesiastes 
12:7), is the life principle. 
God gave 
that life, and when we give it up it is 
not in our power or the power of any 
other l>eing to pass it on to some one 
else. 
God takes it to Himself. 
You 
will find another Instance in which this 
word Is translated breath in Ecclesias­ 
tes 3:19-21. The wise man here states 
that animals and men have all one 
breath, or spirit, they all go unto one 
place so that a man hath 110 pre-emi­ 
nence about the beast in this matter of 
death. It is only because God has pro­ 
vided for a resurrection that we can 
ever hope to receive again the life 
which returns to Him at the moment 
of death. 
The beasts have no such 
hope as this, and were it not that Je­ 
sus Christ had died for us we like the 
brute beast would all perish (Psalm 
49:12). 
“Like sheep we are laid in 
tile grave” but unlike sheep “the right­ 
eous shall have dominion over” us in 
the morning (Psalm 49:14).

no longer able to represent her upon 
the floor of the house of commons. 


In each election he was returned to 


his old seat, and appeared afterward 
in the house but once, where amid 
respectful silence, he made his way 
to the speaker’s desk on the arm of 
his son and took the oath of office. 
January 5, 1913, 
Mr. 
Chamberlain 
wrote to his constituents, resigning 
his seat, and saying: 
“I cannot hope again to do my 
work in parliament, and I feel that 
our city and the constituency need 
the services of a younger man.” 
Advocated Protective Tariff. 
While his greatest claim to fame 
was his determined and brilliant ad­ 
vocacy for years of a protective pol­ 
icy for Great Britain, the citadel of 
free trade, he will also be remem­ 
bered as the bitterest and moist force­ 
ful opponent of Gladstone 
in 
that 
statesman’s efforts for home rule for 
Ireland; as one of the founders of the 
liberal-unionist party; and 
as 
the 
minister whose policy in South Afri­ 
ca involved his country in the great­ 
est war it had experienced since the 
Crimean conflict, but blotted out the 
two Boer republics and made South 
Africa “all red.” 
From the day he left University 
college, London, to enter his father’s 
screw factory at Birmingham, Joseph 
Chamberlain devoted his best ener­ 
gies to “the principle of constructive 
reform.” 
It was in 1868, just thirty- 
two years after his birth in London, 
that he received his baptism of pub­ 
lic life, as town councillor of Birming­ 
ham, later serving as mayor for suc­ 
cessive terms. 
He gave his whole 
time to the cause of municipal re­ 
form, and what had been previously 
one of the wprst governed cities in 
England became a model for munici­ 
pal reformers. 
Entered Parliament In 1876. 
In 1876 he entered parliament, be­ 
ing elected without opposition as a 
liberal from Birmingham. In his early 
years in the commons he sat among 
the home rule liberals with whose as­ 
pirations he was supposed to sym­ 
pathize, hut a few years later he em­ 
phatically disabused his associates 
in the house of any notion tney may 
have had of his belief in separate 
government for Ireland. 
In less than four years he was a 
cabinet minister, entering Gladstone’s 
government in 1880 as president of 
the board of trade, and in less than 
a decade his hold on popular opinion 
wTas almost as great as Gladstone’s. 
After the general election of 1885 
he became president of the local gov­ 
ernment board, but by the spring of 
1886 his and Gladstone’s relations on 
the latter’s Irish policy had become 
so strained that he broke with the 
great premier, resigned his place in 
the cabinet and left the liberal party, 
never to return to it. 
Founded a New Party. 
He, 
Lord 
Hartington (afterwards 
the 
Duke 
of 
Devonshire), 
G. 
J. 
Goschen and others high in the liberal 
party w*ho saw in their former lead­ 
er's home rule proposals and propa­ 
ganda a menace to the integrity of the 
empire, formed a new party to re ­ 
sist them. 
They called themselves 
liberal unionists, and anti-home rule 
wTas, 
in 
the 
beginning, their main 
test. 
Lord Hartington was the first 
leader, but when he was elevated to 


tile peerage through the death of his 
father, Mr. Chamberlain was chosen 
tile party's chief. 


Meanwhile, 
Mr. Chamberlain 
hat! 
visited the United States, November, 
1887, to February, 1888, as the head of 
the British representatives upon th** 
Amerioan-British joint high commis 
sion which was to negotiate a treaty 
for the settlement of the long-stand­ 
ing fisheries dispute. 
A treaty was signed but the United 
States senate refused to ratify it. 
Married His Third Wife. 
Late in 1888 Mr. Chamberlain re­ 
turned to the United States, this time 
to be married. 
Having been twice a 
widower he took as his third wife 
Miss Mary Endicott, daughter of Wil­ 
liam C. Endicott, 
President 
Cleve­ 
land’s secretary of war. 
During the campaign of 1892 Mr. 
Chamberlain worked with great effect 
and subsequently in the commons he 
was to the forefront in all the as­ 
saults on the Irish government bill 
and clashed frequently with Mr. Glad­ 
stone. 
The home rulers considered 
him a renegade and this rankling he 
aggravated by his rasping 
tactics. 
During debate on the bill, one night 
in July, 1893, Mr. Gladstone 
tartly 
compared him with “the devil’s advo­ 
cate.” 
The next night in debate Mr. 
Chamberlain retorted so caustically 
that T. P. O’Connor yelled at 
him 
“Judas! 
Judas!” followed presently

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by a free fight on the floor between 
several members—a rare outbreak iii 
probably the most staid 
legislative 
body in the world—accompanied by 
vigorous hissing by the galleries. 


Delight of Caricaturists.

'Jameson’s hair-brained raid, and end­ 
ing when Lord Kitchener had worn 
down the stubborn Boer 
resistance, 
with the treaty of Vereeniging, 
but 
he stood the test. His enemies, too, 
savagely assailed him 
as being the 
adroit tool of the Rand 
gold mine 
‘owners, and his course 
toward the 
Afrikanders was a leading issue in 
'the campaign 
of 
1900 
and during 
1901. But he was the object of great 
before 
his 
vifit to South Africa in 
1902 on a 
mission of conciliation and observa­ 
tion, and also on his return early in 
1903. 
One of His Productions. 
The war and the elections over he 
’set himself the task of rostering the 
relations between the mother coun­ 
try and the colonies. 
The 
constitu­ 
tion for 
the 
Australian 
common­ 
wealth was one of his productions. 
Just 
before 
hts 
67th 
birthday 
Chamberlain launched his scheme of 
•fir.cal reform, which partly succeeded 
in splitting the unionist party.

\ as in May and at Birmingham that 
he announced his 
new 
policy, and 
finding in September that his party 
va? not 
ready 
for 
so 
radical 
a 
change, lie resigned 
to devote him­ 
se lf to popularizing 
his 
doctrines.

We Solicit Your Business 


St. Louis, Mo., Ju ly 3.— Copies of 


the proposed amendments to the fed­ 


eral game regulations have reached 


St. Louis from Washington. 
Hitless 


changes are made in them

sponse to protests within the next 


ninety days they will become effec­ 


tive Oc tober I. 


Two proposed changes in the reg­ 
ulations are especially interesting to 
Missouri. 
The first is an extension 
of one month iii the open season for 
migratory birds, which begins now 
on September 15 and ends January I. 
ru d er tile amendments proposed this 
season would be extended to Febru­ 
ary I and give Missouri the longest 
open season of any of the states ex­ 
cept Kansas and Oklahoma, which 
get the same extension. 
The other proposed change relates 
to shooting on the Mississippi and 
Missouri rivers. 
The present regu­ 
lations with respect to these rivers 
are suspended for this year in order 
to give the states along them time 
to amend their laws to prohibit shoot­ 
ing from motorboats. 
This especially 
applies to Missouri, illinois and Ne­ 
braska, but Hie general suspension 
affects twelve river states for the 
present. 
That is, there will he no 
prohibition of any kind in the open 
season on these rivers after October 


I. 
It will be legal to shoot from mo­ 
tor boats or any other way. 
However, after this year it will not 
lie possible to shoot on these rivers 
at all except along those states which 
avail themselves of the opportunity 
when their legislatures meet in the 
winter of 1914-15 to prohibit motor­ 
boat shooting. 
If they w ill do that, 
shooting on the river in any other 
way than from boats will be legal 
hereafter. 
If the states which per­ 
mit shooting from motor peats do 
not amend their laws to exclude that 
form of shooting, the rivers w ill re­ 
main closed to shooting of any kind.

pany, I a ll Washington avenue, who 


returned yesterday from his 2,500- 
acre farm ten miles from Sedalia, 
said this morning Missouri has pros­ 
pects for the biggest crops in its his­ 
tory, says the New St. Louis Star ol 
July 2. 
“We have 
been 
threshing 
the 
wheat on my farm,” Mr. Shelton said. 
‘i t is averaging thirty bushels to the 
acre. 
Tile dry weather has retarded 
the corn, but the steady rain of the 
night before last has given it new 
growth. 
“Early in the season thirty acres of 
corn on my farm was killed by the 
army worm. 
The 
worm 
also de­ 
stroyed a good deal of tile bine grass 
pasture and cattle have been on short 
rations as a result. Rain will restore 
tile grass, but will not restore the 
corn. 
“In spite of tile losses, T f 'el that 
the c r o p s will he better than ever. 
We already have harvested the wheat 
and oats. 
The hay crop was heavy 
and the quality was A No. I. 
“The crop of wheat is so large that 
it is cheaper til is year than a year 
ago. Wheat is selling on the farm at 
68 cents a bushel now. 
A year ago 
it sold at from SO to 90 cents a bush­ 
el.” 
Mr. Shelton’s farm is called Crass 
Land. 
He raises all kinds of crops 
and also feeds cattle and hogs for the 
market. 
He has 358 yearling cattle.
